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SECTION  0. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


WATER  SUPPLY  OF  THE  DISTRICT.  Particulars  regarding  the  water  supply  of 
the  district  is  now  the  subject  of  a  special  report  of  the  Water 
Engineer  to  the  Ely,  Mildenhall  and  Newmarket  Water  Board. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE.  1 701  houses,  which  is  30%  of  the  total  5*540 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  are  connected  to  modem  sewerage  works, 
of  which  433  were  connected  during  1963.  There  are  of  course  many  more 
houses  in  the  district  each  with  their  own  private,  separate,  satisfactory 
cesspool  drainage,  as  can  be  gauged  from  the  estimate  of  1692  cesspools 
in  the  area.  From  this  it  follows  that  about  another  51  %  of  the  houses 
in  the  district  are  thus  drained  into  cesspools.

Lakenheath  Sewerage.  As  a  result  of  a  Ministry  enquiry  this  scheme  has 
now  received  approval  in  respect  of  the  layout  of  sewers  and  the  siting 
of  the  sewerage  works,  and  work  commenced  in  September  on  the  project. 


Gazeley  Sewerage.  No  further  progress  has  taken  place  during  the  year. 

Cesspool  Clearance.  The  estimated  total  number  of  cesspools  in  the  area 
is  1,692,  the  number  of  clearances  made  was  2,074  of  which  641  were  free 
i  clearances  under  the  Council’s  scheme.  The  number  of  clearances  in  1962 
was  21  84* 

Although  the  Council’s  cesspool  emptiers  have  been  fully  employed 
throughout  'uhe  year  it  has  not  always  been  possible  to  give  prompt 
service  in  dealing  with  all  calls  made  for  their  use.  It  was  necessary 
to  hire  contractors  to  assist  on  52  days  in  1963*  -As  one  of  the  cesspool 
emptiers  is  deteriorating  and  costly  repairs  required  very  frequently, 
the  Council  decided  to  obtain  a  new  cesspool  emptier,  delivery  of  which 
is  expected  early  in  1964* 

Rivers  and  Streams.  The  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  call  for  no 
special  comment.  Reports  on  samples  taken  from  the  effluent  discharged 
from  the  Brandon  Sewerage  Works  show  that  since  the  sewer  extensions  in 
the  Mile  End  and  Town  Street  area  have  been  completed,  an  occasional 
sample  is  below  Royal  Commission  Standard.  There  are  signs  that  as  more 
of  the  new  properties  are  connected,  these  conditions  are  becoming  more 
frequent,  and  the  Works  will  soon  require  modification  to  cope 
satisfactorily  with  the  increased  flow. 

Swimming  Baths.  There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  district,  for  the  use 
exclusively  by  the  pupils  of  Moulton  Junior  School. 

Closet  Accommodation.  The  Council  carry  out  a  weekly  clearance  of  Pail 
Closets  in  defined  portions  of  the  Parishes  Mildenhall  and  Lakenheath,  the 
weekly  clearance  at  Mildenhall  will  cease  to  operate  on  the  31st  December 
1963j  as  the  sewer  is  now  available. 

Conversion  of  pail  closets  to  W. C.s  during  1963  numbers  185 
carried  out  with  the  aid  of  improvement  grants  as  part  of  individual 
improvement  schemes  of  existing  houses. 
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6.  GLEAN  AIR  ACT.  No  smoke  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year* 

7«  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS*  No  cases  of  bed  bug  infestation  occurred 
in  the  district  during  1 963 

8*  RAT  DESTRUCTION.  One  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.G.Rudderham,  is  employed 
by  the  Council*  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  him  can  be  assessed 
from  the  copy  of  the  twelve  month  report  which  is  on  page  13.  The  main 
poisons  used  were  Warfarin  and  Zinc  Phosphide*  Treatment  at  dwelling 
houses  is  provided  without  charge,  whilst  a  charge  of  7/6d.  per  hour  is 
made  at  business  premises  and  10/bd.  per  hour  at  agricultural  premises, 
except  for  8  agricultural  premises  which  are  contracted  for  by  the 
Council  on  a  yearly  basis. 

9*  LICENSED  PREMISES.  With  very  few  isolated  exceptions  every  licensed 
house  is  provided  with  a  washing  sink  and  piped  water  supply  adjacent 
to  the  public  rooms*  In  some  cases  hot  water  is  also  provided*  Most  of 
the  houses  have  been  provided  with  ! Central  Service*  counters  which 
have  the  advantage  of  making  the  cleaning  facilities  readily  available 
for  all  sections. 

10.  THE  RAC*  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT*  1951.  There  are  no 
premises  in  the  district  which  require  registration  or  licensing  under 
the  above  Act.  The  premises  in  the  district  which  parry  out  upholstery 
work,  carry  out  repair,  re-making  and  reconditioning  of  articles  and  are, 
therefore  exempt  from  registration  under  Sectionl (2;(a)  of  the  Act.

SECTION  47.  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  Prom  time  to  time  during  the  year 
where  elderly  persons  have  been  thought  to  be  unable  to  devote  to 
themselves  sufficient  care  and  attention,  they  have  been  seen  by  the 
Welfare  Officer  on  the  County  Medical  Officer's  Staff  who  try  to  persuad- 
them  to  enter  hospital  of 'Part  III’  accommodation.  Where  the  person  is 
unwilling,  the  cases  are  referred  to  the  District  Medical  Officer,  whom; 
if  necessary,  can  take  action  under  Section  47?  National  Assistance  Act. 
It  was  necessary  in  one  case,  to  have  recourse  to  apply  to  a  Magistrate. 
Other  cases  responded  to  persuasion  by  the  Medical  Officer  and  the 
Wefare  Officer. 


RADIO  ACTIVE  SUBSTANCES  ACT.  I960.  The  ’Appointed  Day’  for  this  Act  was 
December  1st.  1963*  The  Act  is  concerned  with  the  control  of  the 
accumulation  and  disposal  of  radio  active  wastes.  Persons  who  keep  or 
use  radioactive  material  must,  unless  exempted,  register  with  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  obtain  authorisation  from 
him  for  the  accumulation  or  disposal  of  radioactive  waste. 

Local  Authorities  must  be  consulted  before  authorisations  for 
the  disposal  of  radioactive  waste  are  granted  in  respect  of  major 
nuclear  establishments  or  where  disposal  is  likely  to  involve  the  need 
for  special  precautions  by  an  Authority.  The  Act  places  a  duty  on  a 
Local  Authority  to  accept  and  deal  with  radioactive  wastes  sent  to  their 
refuse  tips  in  accordance  with  an  authorisation  and  Local  Authorities 
are  asked  to  co-operate  where  this  is  the  best  method  of  disposal. 

Local  Authorities  are  also  sent  copies  of  registration  and  authorisation 
certificates  • 

To  date  this  Council  has  not  received  notice  of  any  persons  or 
firms  within  this  district  who  are  keeping  or  using  radioactive 
material.
